It was reported from the Eastern 
Irrigation District head office at 
Brooks this. week that negotiations 
for the establishment of a flour 
mill in Brooka have been complet- 
ed. The District has sold a site im- 
mediately west of the plant of the 
Grimm Alfalfa Seed Growers Ltd., 
to |. Hdrlicka, Parkland, for con- 

struction of the plant. 


Mr. Hrdlicka has discussed his 
plans with the management of the 
Hastern Irrigation Dist., with which 
he has been negotiating for some 
weeks. 

The mill will be of the standard 
type, with a capacity of approxim- 
ately 40 barrels per day. It will be 
equipped with cleaning machinery 
and possibly with feed grinder, in 
order to give a general all-round ser- 
vice to the farmers of the community. 

Machinery {s already on order and 
construction will be commenced im- 
mediately after seeding in the spring 
of the year. It is expected that the 


plant will be ready for operation 
later in the season. 
Mr. Hrdlicka is an experienced 


miller, having trained in the United 
States, and having been connected 
for some years with a mill at Nan- 
ton. He plans to construct a resi- 
dence here and to move his family to 
the town later in the year.

games, will be started in a little mountain 
town in the Bavarian Alps of Southeast Ger- 
many. Most of us are going to have a tough 
time pronouncing the name of the spot for it 
is even worse than ‘‘Addis Ababa.” 

Canada’s participation in the Olympic 
winter sports does not amount to a great 
deal. A few skiers and skaters (fancy and 
fast) and a hockey team is about all this 
country will have over there in Germany. 
Our big hope lies with our hockey team. 

The United States has always been the big 
rival of Canada in the Olympic hockey 
games. Canada has won every time hockey 
was included on the program and Uncle 
Sam’s boys have always been runners up. 
Last Olympic the U.S. team nearly gave all 
Canada heart-failure by coming within a 
narrow margin .of winning over the Winni- 
peg team, who turned out to be “scoreless 
wonders’’. 

The Canadian Olympic hockey team is 
now “‘across the pond” and it carries the best 
hopes of the Land of the Maple Leaf with it. 
The showing the team made in matches in 
Canada prior to its sailing was not very im- 
pressive but the chances are the team will 
show steady improvement. 

It would be a sore blow to Canada’s pride 
if her team was defeated in the Olympic 
hockey contests, when it is considered that 
hockey is a sport native to Canada. Unfor- 
tunately the best of Canadian hockey players 
are earning their living at the sport and are 
thus not eligible for Olympic competitions.

It is likely that Edward VIII will continue 
this trait into his kingly years and will be 
among the most popular rulers the Empire 
ever had. Certainly every indication would 
suggest this conclusion. 


BETTER TIMES FOR FARMERS? 

Charles W. Peterson, editor of The Farm 
& Ranch Review, summarises the propect 
for agriculture in the current issue in an in- 
teresting manner. He sees bright hopes for 
better times with the farming population 
and concludes his article as follows: 

Whether the present high standard of 
living of our urban communities can be 
successfully maintained is, however, a 
grave question. At any rate, we may with- 
in the not distant future anticipate a farm 
price lévél that will, other things remain- 
ing equal, permit of a standard of living in 
the countryside, which will, taking all fac- 
into consideration, compare favour- 
ably with that of the town. This is long 
Indeed, such a condition is, and 
alWays was, essential to the very preserva- 
tion of our civilization. That is the empha- 
tic lesson of history. Farseeing countries 
like France have always recognized this 
self-evident, economic truth. Others must 
apparently learn through bitter experi- 
ence. The dreadful stress agriculture has 
endured for many years Was we may hope, 
merely a prelude to a happier era. The
